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THE COVER ILLUSTRATION shows the floor plan of the girls’ gymnasium under 
construction at Madera Union High School. This is the second gymnasium build- 
ing on this school site, the first one being converted for exclusive use in the 
boys’ physical education program. The new building provides for group showers 
that are easily accessible from the dressing space in front of the lockers, and 
an area between the dressing and showering areas for drying. This arrange- 
ment and the height of the locker tiers (4 feet 6 inches) make good supervision 
easy for the teacher, and provide clean, dry floors for the students. Charles D. 
James of Madera is the architect. Participants in the planning were L. C. 
Thompson, Superintendent of Madera Union High School District; Genevie Dexter, 
Consultant in the Bureau of Health Education, Physical Education, and Recrea- 
tion; Doyt Early and Edgar Parsons, representing the Bureau of School Planning. 


OUR INVESTMENT IN CHILDREN’ 
ROY E. SIMPSON, Superintendent of Public Instruction 


One of our big western steel companies has declared that the lid’s off 
in the West. This steel company, of course, is speaking of western 
industry. Since World War II the West has invested more than five 
billion dollars in new manufacturing facilities. The West has boosted 
manufacturing employment by more than 40 per cent. Our western 
population has increased by almost 25 per cent—more than 3,500,000 
people. We have a 15-billion-dollar retail market. All our industry is 
still growing. We know that business rightfully expects and receives 
dividends from such an investment. 

What about the dividend from our school children? California is 
currently investing dollar-wise in our schools for buildings, salaries, and 
other costs an amount over one billion dollars a year. Our school business 
is also increasing. 

We can honestly say at the outset that our public schools are better 
today than ever before. Our schools are better because more is being 
written, said, and done about education today. The great cross section 
of genuine interest by many people is remarkable. As Sloan Wilson 
says in Harper’s for September, 1955, “A truly ignorant man can easily 
work himself up into a feverish fury about the public schools and in a 
brief article or book can unburden himself of enough indignation to 
heat a summer hotel in January.” 2 

There is no denying the fact that we are short many school buildings. 
We will need 15,640 new teachers for each of the next seven years. 
We have too many children on part-time session. Recently I have had 
the opportunity to talk with some of the parents who have children in 
part-time classes. Most of these parents are young fathers and mothers 
who themselves have learned the value of a full day’s schooling. They 
are really concerned because their children are losing out in some parts 
of the schooling they should have. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that we get some very excited people 
writing about schools and education generally. There may be a little 
fire where there is, as Mr. Wilson says, much heat. It may seem to some 
of you that our critics ‘after a spell of fever,” as one writer states it, 
have returned to a more normal temperature. We must not forget how 
easy it is to arouse the public’s emotions. 

The growth in school population is reflected also in our ten state 
colleges. This year the full-time equivalent enrollment is more than

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38,000 students, based upon their student bodies at the beginning of 
this fall semester. This does not include the University of California. 
The state colleges are continuing to emphasize programs in teacher edu- 
cation and courses and services which will provide students with specific 
skills and abilities in the various occupational fields. I should state pub- 
licly to you—because I think this is of basic importance—my belief that 
our institutions of higher learning, and particularly the state colleges, 
need to devote increasing and major emphasis to the instructional pro- 
grams which are designed to serve the needs of the youth and people 
of California. This is the only reason for the existence for any institution 
of higher learning. 

Our State Board of Education has become deeply interested in the 
programs, work, and administration of the state colleges and has estab- 
lished definite policies which the colleges will follow as they become 
geared to even greater growth in the time ahead. There are many unre- 
solved questions regarding the role of the state colleges, the junior 
colleges, the state university, and the private institutions of higher 
learning in the state’s educational structure. We have now established 
the principle of working co-operatively on all matters of mutual concern 
in order to arrive at decisions of policy and at division and clarification 
of responsibilities. 

Let’s take a look at what we believe enriches our investment in 
children. You and I must always remember that our American youth 
are the inheritors of a fine tradition. This tradition encourages the kind 
of development in our intellectual and material life that is dynamic. This 
inheritance is based upon a tolerance that has not feared to permit inde- 
pendent thought. A community, state, or nation that fears to permit 
the expression of views that may differ from those held by even the 
majority does not trust itself. 


We dare not deny our children at the proper maturity the oppor- 
tunity to weigh the values of our American principles against any 
foreign ideology. The price of our leadership as educators in our schools 
today is that cost which goes into the preservation of those freedoms 
precious to all Americans. 


President Eisenhower has said, “How will we defeat Communism 
unless we know what it is—what it teaches? Why does it have such an 
appeal for men? Why are so many people swearing allegiance to it?” 


William G. Carr, Executive Secretary of the National Education 
Association, has said, “As a measure of defense against our most potent 
threat, our American schools should teach about Communism and all 
forms of totalitarianism.” Having said that, I appreciate with you the 
need for screening out undesirable school employees of every kind. I do 
not subscribe to any practice that will endanger the right development 
of our school children. 
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I believe that our children today are just as fine, decent, and honorable 
as any that ever lived—I would not underestimate the need for the help 
and correction necessary for those who seem to get the biggest press 
notice. We do have confidence in today’s children. . . . 

This Atomic Age requires, yes, demands, that our education pattern 
shall recognize the changing times. Our children, if they live intelli- 
gently, must be better prepared in the sciences—physics, chemistry, and 
related fields. The energy developed by our more recent scientists is 
now looked upon as a contribution to peaceful industry. This energy is 
not alone an agency of wartime destruction. The story is told of the soap 
manufacturer who used Phosphorus 32 in his attempts to determine the 
best effect of detergents, soaps, and hot, cold, hard, or soft waters upon 
dishwashing. Personally, I don’t care that much. When Mrs. Simpson 
assigns me to that job or I volunteer, my interest in dishwashing isn’t 
what a Geiger counter would do to what I think is a clean plate. Science, 
however, has made it necessary for the manufacturing industry to care 
what happens. It is conceivable that our future young scientists will be 
leaders in world peace through developing their knowledge. 

Parents must know that much time and energy goes into their invest- 
ment to develop proficiency in the three R’s. Parents and friends must 
also know that there is no push button, atomic explosion, or any other 
known device that will produce right character. Traits of good citizen- 
ship, moral and spiritual values—all traits worthy of good Americans— 
come best through self development. Children learn better through 
example, influence, and direction than by preachment. This leads me 
to our story of further accomplishment. 

We must tell our story of accomplishment in terms the man in the 
street can understand. We need have no fear of lack of public support 
and public approval if we do this. We have many questions from the 
man in the street about whether children in school today are being 
taught to read as effectively as the children of a previous generation. 
Some of our less responsible associates have gained some temporary 
notoriety by playing to this gallery. We are faced with the necessity 
of responding to indictments of present educational methods and mate- 
rials. Such charges probably would not have had such a big play before 
the American public if we had done a good job of publicizing our results 
before the appearance of an attack. 

For people who can’t read, Americans buy a lot of books. Joseph 
Henry Jackson, writing in the San Francisco Chronicle for May 29, 
1955, gives us some interesting statistics on this subject. He says, 


Even those close to the book publishing industry find it hard to realize just 
how enormous a business paperbound books have become. . . . In the 16 years 
since Pocket Books issued its first list of ten, in paper covers at 25 cents, some 
2,000,000,000 paperbound books have been sold. . . . There are books to match 
every taste. ... The most significant thing, though, is that the emphasis has 
shifted from “entertainment only”—the Westerns, detective stories, and ro- 
mances—to really good books. ... William Faulkner, for example, has sold 
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over 5,000,000 copies in Signet editions. . . . In the Mentor series, the best- 

selling 35-cent title is Ruth Benedict’s Patterns of Culture. In the same series, 

the best-selling 50-cent title is Rachel Carson’s The Sea Around Us. 
It may be concluded that millions of people are finding that books are 
an important part of their lives, and are developing the habit of reading 
on an unprecedented scale. 

However, just for illustration purposes, we can quote the findings of 
a recent survey by Life magazine in analyzing the reading population 
for its publications. According to the results of this survey, three-fourths 
of the readers of Life magazine have had 13 years or more of education, 
while of those with 0 to 4 years of education, only one-fourth read Life. 


I believe here is proof that we are in a most excellent position to 
meet the carpings and the scare techniques of headline hunters who seek 
to make capital out of the natural concerns of parents over the progress 
of their children in school. We must never let our public forget the 
important relationship of education to personal success, to community 
welfare, to state and national stability in both cultural and economic 
respects. Successful experience of children counts most with parents. 
Elementary and secondary education is now costing the American 
people about nine billion dollars per year—about the same as they spend 
for entertainment. The value of education perhaps cannot be measured 
in anything like its totality. There is most certainly a direct relationship 
between level of education and level of income. Seventy-three per cent 
of all incomes over $5,000 are earned by high school and college gradu- 
ates; 77 per cent of the incomes under $5,000 are earned by people with 
an eighth grade education or less. 

The level of confidence in the American “free market economy” 
increases with the level of education. From the National Issues Com- 
mittee Brief of October, 1954, I note that the Chamber of Commerce 
and Opinion Research Corporation states: “Of those who finish the 
eighth grade or less, 46 per cent are strong supporters of ‘The American 
Way’; of high school graduates, 59.6 per cent; of college graduates, 
73.1 per cent.” Good citizens participate in political activity. In Elmo 
Roper’s survey for the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey it is 
reported that 52 per cent of college graduates are politically active; 
26 per cent of high school graduates, and only 16 per cent of grade 
school graduates. 

Education, An Investment in People, published by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, brings out the importance of youth in the 
population of the United States today. In 1850, there were about equal 
proportions of children (0-9 years), youth (10-24 years) and adults 
(25-65 years). Now, in 1955, three-fifths of the population is over 25 
years of age. With a smaller percentage of youth in our population 
today than we have ever had before, the United States Chamber of 
Commerce asks: “How can we train all the scientists, professional 
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people, and technical experts we need for our economy and for national 
defense unless we maintain good schools in every community?” 1 

Looking at this problem from another angle, how are we going to 
provide the pool of trained manpower necessitated by an economy 
which is increasingly based upon specialized competencies requiring a 
high degree of technical training and personal ability? We all know 
that the ratio of technically trained personnel to unskilled labor has 
been steadily dropping in all categories of our economy. We are head- 
ing toward the kind of economy where most of the kinds of work 
formerly done by unskilled labor will be performed by machines with 
a greater or less amount of automatic control. Larger and larger numbers 
of technically trained personnel are required to keep the machines in 
operating condition, or to plan and lay out the work to be accomplished. 

This has a particular significance to California because of our rapid 
transition from what used to be essentially an agrarian economy into 
a predominantly industrial and business economy. The public school 
system has a tremendous responsibility for the development, the main- 
tenance, and the rapid re-training of this pool of technically competent 
manpower. At the present moment in California, one-third of all full- 
time students in schools above the high school are enrolled in California 
public junior colleges. In terms of full-time students in the first two 
years of college, 12 out of every 20 students are enrolled in our junior 
colleges. Of the remaining eight of each 20 students, three are enrolled 
in state colleges, three in private colleges or universities, and two in 
the university of California (all campuses). 

Our public high schools and junior colleges are very much aware of 
this manpower problem. They are changing and adapting their course 
of study offerings to meet these new needs. Older and relatively less 
needed offerings are disappearing from the curriculum or are being 
sharply reduced in terms of the numbers of students reached. Enroll- 
ments are increasing in the newer and more urgently needed courses. 
These courses are improving in content. They are today, for instance, 
three boys of every five in public high schools enrolled in industrial 
arts courses. In addition, one in every four boys in high schools is 
enrolled in a specific trade-training program. Two of every five students 
are enrolled in science courses. Three of every eight are enrolled in 
business courses. One girl in every four is enrolled in homemaking 
courses. 

Considerably more than one-half of all gainfully employed persons 
in California are working in business occupations. The largest number 
of these are in retail and wholesale outlets and in the service trades. 
This proportion of our working population will increase rather than 
decrease. This means a stepped-up emphasis on realistically planned, 
practical training programs in the business and distributive occupations.

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We are all familiar with the introduction of new courses at the high 
school level in driver educatiton and driver training as a direct result 
of the increasing problem of traffic and highway safety. We may not 
be as well aware of the remarkable developments in the television and 
electronics industries and their impact upon our high school, junior 
college, and adult programs. In 1950 these industries were at the begin- 
ning stages of a development that will long remain as one of the high- 
lights of our industrial growth. There were very few radio or electricity 
classes in our schools preparing youth for entry or for placement in 
these newer phases of the electrical world. By last year we find the 
total number of classes in all electricity categories has increased by 
30 per cent, and the classes emphasizing the newer developments in 
television and electronics account for almost 70 per cent of the total 
as compared with less than 10 per cent in 1950. This is dramatic proof 
of the ability of our schools to adjust to new needs in our society. It is 
even more convincing proof of the absolute dependence of our economy 
upon public education for the preparation of technically trained man- 
power. 


The necessity for re-training or for the improvement of technical 
skills to keep abreast of our rapidly advancing technology is fully recog- 
nized. This re-training is recognized also for our adults as well as for 
the generation now in the public school years. In this day it is incon- 
ceivable that we could provide the needed manpower for our industrial 
and business economy without having the machinery of public education 
geared to the requirements in our adult pool of available manpower. 
Adult education serves this need by providing for those who have com- 
pleted the years of formal education an opportunity to return to school 
for the purpose of acquiring specific skills or specific training without 
reference to the completion of a total pattern of education. Last year, 
for example, more than a thousand classes were conducted by local 
school districts for adults in the distributive occupations alone. Addi- 
tional thousands of high school and junior college students were enrolled 
in co-operative classes where the schools assisted with on-the-job 
instruction. 


I hope that in stressing the importance of our public school program 
in providing specific training to support our expanding economy, I have 
not given the impression to anyone that I believe this is the primary 
function or purpose of public education. Important as these illustrations 
are, they are symptomatic of changes that are taking place in all areas 
of the curriculum. 


In another part of this conference, and in other conferences through- 
out California this year, there will be reported in detail the purposes 
and program of a very important state-wide committee which I have 
appointed to bring together our experience and conclusions regarding 
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needs of general education in the area of the social studies at all levels, 
from kindergarten through the junior college. 

I think we all recognize that we have passed the time in our existence 
when we can conceive of the needs of our youth for knowledge and 
understanding of the structure and operation of our society in such 
narrow terms as history, geography, and civics. The term “social 
studies,” which was coined in 1916 and adopted by public school people 
in the 1920’s, implies a broader scope of essential content. Social studies, 
as I conceive it, draws upon material from the fields of economics, 
political science, sociology, anthropology, social psychology, philoso- 
phy, and religion in addition to the fields of history and geography. 
In other words, the time has passed in American life when a little 
chronologically taught history or place geography, important as these 
are, will suffice to explain to youth the nature of the society which 
surrounds and nurtures him. Youth must learn to become a functioning 
part of his society. In recognition of this fact, and at the specific request 
of curriculum leaders throughout California, I have brought together 
a group of public school people to give serious consideration to the 
needs of this phase of our program. I expect that in their deliberations 
they will enlist the aid of our colleagues in the colleges and universities, 
both from schools of education and from the disciplines I have men- 
tioned. I expect them to take the time to do a thorough and comprehen- 
sive study. I want them to come up with guidelines and suggestions 
for more significant content, for better sequence and arrangement of 
learnings over the whole span of public education. We want better 
design and organization of content. It may be possible to develop more 
appropriate teaching methods and materials. We desire better integra- 
tion of this program with the needs of society in our time. 


If one were to enumerate in order of importance the most significant 
advances made in education, medicine, social welfare, and psychology 
during the past decade, he would without question place high on his 
list in each category the accomplishments relating to the welfare of 
exceptional children. These are further illustrations of the growing 
partnership of public education with the other elements of our society’s 
interdependent structure. Here we see the conscious efforts which have 
been made by members of each of these disciplines or professional 
groups to share with one another and with community groups their 
specific and specialized knowledges, findings, and skills. This is a sincere 
effort to come ever closer to a common goal—the prevention and remedy 
of conditions and impairments that cause children and youth to be 
placed at a disadvantage in our social and cultural structure. It is equally 
encouraging to note the degree to which all citizens have accepted our 
interpretation of the meaning of “equality” as being the right of every 
child to the kind of educational opportunity best suited to his individual 
needs and capacities. I know of no better single illustration of the theme 
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I have chosen for this presentation, “Our Investment in Children,” than 
the progress which has been made in California during the past 10 years 
in providing better opportunities for those children who represent 
extreme deviations in either physical or mental abilities and capacities. 


The twentieth century will be noted in educational history as a period 
of tremendous growth in our knowledge of how human beings grow 
and develop and how they learn. More professional and lay books have 
been published in this area than in all others related to education com- 
bined. California, with other states, has participated widely in child 
study activities. Teachers have grown through these experiences in their 
ability to study children through direct observation. Teachers work 
with and utilize the specialized abilities of others concerned with the 
child’s development—nurses, counselors, psychologists. Teachers work 
with the child’s parents more effectively, to understand the effect of the 
total environment—home, school, and community—on the child. A study 
of what has transpired in American education from this source will lead 
to the conviction that the more a teacher knows about a child the more 
effective he will be in meeting the child’s needs. 


When the history of California is written at some future date, the 
past 10 years will stand out as one of tremendous expansion in services 
to children of kindergarten age. In March, 1955, we had approximately 
222,000 children enrolled in kindergartens of the state, as compared with 
250,000 enrolled in the first grades of the state. Nearly the entire poten- 
tial kindergarten enrollment was in kindergarten. Only the fact that some 
children of kindergarten age live in remote rural areas, where kinder- 
garten facilities are not provided because of transportation difficulties, 
prevents the kindergarten enrollment from equalling or exceeding the 
first grade enrollment. 

As a matter of strict fact, we in California have almost forgotten that 
compulsory education in this state does not commence until age eight. 
Parents are eager to have the educational process begin early. Thinking 
in terms of the age of compulsory attendance, we find that the mothers 
and fathers of nearly 700,000 children want their children to be in 
school before the age of eight forces their attendance. 


At the other end of the scale we note a similar situation. There is no 
compulsory education law for adults. However, we find last year that 
nearly 900,000 adults took advantage of adult education offerings in this 
state. A summary of adult education offerings shows that both economic 
and cultural objectives were met. These adults came back to school to 
prepare themselves for better jobs. They came to find out how to 
improve their home environments for themselves and for their children. 
Courses in homemaking for adults, courses in the care of children, the 
management phase of homemaking, as well as the cultural levels of 
community life, all are reflected in the adult education offerings.

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Raising the cultural and economic levels of parents is reflected imme- 
diately in the improvement of their children in health, social adjustment, 
and ability to progress in school. Courses in group leadership, health, 
physical education, citizenship, literacy and academic subjects provide 
opportunities for parents and other adults to improve their standards in 
every phase of wholesome living. We can’t wait a generation for en- 
lightened citizens. We need them now. For this reason, a program of 
adult education, as well as a program for young children who have not 
yet reached the age of compulsory education, is a necessary and an 
essential part of a well-balanced and effective total program of educa- 
tion. Adult education is society’s recognition that in our complex civili- 
zation formal education cannot be completed within the span of years 
of economic dependence. Education must continue throughout the entire 
life span as needs and new desires are experienced. 


I have used a number of illustrations to point up the growing recogni- 
tion by various elements of our culture that children come first, and 
how this has led to a closer relationship of business, industry, civic and 
social agencies with the work of the schools. I would like to use one 
more illustration to show how school and community life are coming 
even closer together. This illustration could have come from any one 
of a hundred places in California, but it happens in this case to come 
from the way Hallowe’en is celebrated in the San Gabriel School Dis- 
trict. With the co-operation of the merchants in this area, school chil- 
dren are selected to paint appropriate scenes on store windows. The 
merchants award prizes for the best pupil paintings. This co-operative 
enterprise between merchants and schools, developed successfully over 
a number of years, channels the talent and enthusiasm of youngsters 
into constructive effort. Here is an example of unmistakable, undeniable, 
dramatic improvement in the behavior of young people over the so- 
called “good old days” when Hallowe’en was an occasion for wide- 
spread destruction and vandalism. 

None of these improvements of our investment in children came 
about without planning and much devoted effort. Your State Depart- 
ment of Education professional staff is a serious-minded and conscien- 
tious body of people. That staff does not seek to run the business of 
any county or school district. We are responsible to the people of 
California for the administration of those laws that the Legislature and 
the Governor agree upon. It is and has been my policy to develop the 
best possible pattern of state school administration consistent with those 
laws. I express to you as administrators my appreciation for the over- 
whelming majority support you have given us. 

Because children are our chief concern, we have initiated, sponsored, 
and supported much excellent legislation at this last session of the Legis- 
lature. Time does not permit me to develop in any detail all of those 
accomplishments. Here are but a few improvements. 
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Districts no longer need borrow or pay interest on the large amounts 
some of them did before it was made possible to distribute 28 million 
dollars from the apportioned State School Fund funds for each of the 
months of August and September. 

It was my personal opportunity to meet with Governor Knight on 
two separate occasions and later write him recommending his signature 
on the new teacher retirement bill. This bill places teachers on an equal 
basis with state employees. 

We received approval for the largest elementary textbook budget to 
date which includes funds to produce books for the partially-sighted 
children. 

An important law, long past due, was passed which prevents various 
types of exploitation of children.1 Releasing of personal information 
about school children to persons without proper authorization is pro- 
hibited. 

Your State Department of Education has been successful also in 
securing a modified administrative procedure for the Federal Milk Pro- 
gram. Over three million dollars will be distributed to California schools 
to help purchase milk for children. This change has been brought about 
by Dr. Frank M. Wright, head of our Division of Public School Admin- 
istration, and those on his staff dealing with surplus foods and surplus 
property. 

It seems necessary to make an important statement at this point. 
Closely allied to my topic is the manner of selection of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. This office is one which represents the 
people. A state superintendent was appointed by a board as early as 
1843 in this country. In other words, for 112 years the subject of the 
election as against the appointment of the chief state school officer has 
been under discussion. You and I are aware of the theories and argu- 
ments on this subject. Need I point out that during her history Cali- 
fornia has made very important improvements in her educational pro- 
gram? I share with you the pride of achievement. 


We are a pilot state. Equalization of state support, state loans for 
school housing, increased aid for special education and provision of 
state aid for pupil transportation are all evidences of this. Also special 
programs for the mentally handicapped and the severely mentally 
handicapped, professionalization of the office of county superintendents 
of schools, the enactment of an adequate retirement system, and many 
other improvements, are not only bench marks of a state coming of 
age, but concrete testimony to a system of education in which progress 
is a daily challenge and the ultimate goal is the personal fulfillment of 
every boy and girl in California.

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Another most important point is the very probable loss in relative 
importance, status and effectiveness if the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction should no longer have the distinction of being an elected 
constitutional officer. At the present time the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, a nonpartisan officer, is on an equal political basis with the 
other constitutional officers, the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, 
the Controller, the Secretary of State, the Treasurer, and the Attorney 
General. He is so recognized in the government structure, in the author- 
ity, in the recognition and deference afforded this office. Appointive 
offices in the state government are not afforded this same recognition 
and political stature. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction represents the desires of 
the population for the education of its children, which encompasses the 
public good in its largest sense. . . . In California the office is non- 
partisan, and its department personnel are subject to civil service and 
not amenable to changes in the political climate. ... It is hard to 
conceive that California could have accomplished more under an appoin- 
tive superintendent than under an elective state superintendent during 
the past few decades. The profession has certainly shown its real leader- 
ship during the past ten years. It has conferred upon the state superin- 
tendent the honor of marshalling the forces toward a progressive, con- 
structive educational program. It has been a real honor to serve in this 
capacity and as your state superintendent I have been able to deal 
directly with the leaders in the profession and in the community. The 
people in California and the leaders of the profession have had access 
to the office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction at all times. 
The office has been responsive to the desires and thought of both the 
profession and the public. We have made real progress because we have 
been able to sit down together and work together toward common goals. 


Not all of our story can be told in such a short time. It may require 
many chapters to cover the entire success story of education. Truly we 
can account for a big return upon the dollars and time invested in 
children. Children are and must continue to be our first consideration. 
As Horace Mann said many years ago, “When the money expended for 
education shall be viewed in its true character, as seed sown in a field 
which is itself enriched by yielding, then the most parsimonious will not 
stint the sowing.” 

I have recorded here a brief estimate of some of our dividends in 
education accruing to the children and adults of California. We go 
forward in our educational program in California not doubting that with 
all of our problems we shall receive the support we must have to keep 
our children ever first in the hearts and minds of all people.

BUREAU OF VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION 
ANDREW MARRIN, Chief 
REORGANIZATION AND EXPANSION 


The Bureau of Vocational Rehabilitation, which administers a pro- 
gram of varied services to handicapped adults with the object of return- 
ing them to employment, has recently undergone an expansion and a 
reorganization designed to render more effective service to all parts of 
the state. 

The budget for the current fiscal year has allowed the addition of 13 
new rehabilitation counselors, two district supervisors, and three assistant 
district supervisors. Plans have also been consummated for the establish- 
ment of two new district offices in San Jose and San Diego and a branch 
office of the Sacramento district office in Redding. 

Dale C. Williamson, formerly Assistant District Supervisor in the San 
Francisco office, has been appointed District Supervisor of the new 
San Jose District, where he will have a staff of six rehabilitation coun- 
selors and a medical consultant. The area of the new district will include 
Santa Clara, San Mateo, Santa Cruz, San Benito, and Monterey counties. 

Jean Zelle, formerly Rehabilitation Counselor in the Sacramento Dis- 
trict, has been appointed District Supervisor of the new San Diego 
District, with a staff of six counselors and a medical consultant. This 
district will include San Diego and Imperial counties. 

The new branch office in Redding will be staffed by Campbell Beard, 
Rehabilitation Counselor. 


INTERPRETATIONS OF LAW 


APPLICABLE TO SCHOOLS

any action based thereon.] 


OPINION OF THE CALIFORNIA SUPREME COURT 


Credentials of Teacher Convicted of Sex Offense 
May Be Revoked Without Notice or Hearing 


Reversing the decisions of the trial court and the District Court of 
Appeal, the California Supreme Court holds that the State Board of 
Education is not required to give notice and a hearing to a teacher 
convicted of a sex offense as defined in Education Code Section 12011.5 
before acting under Education Code Section 12756 to suspend or revoke 
the teacher’s credential. The Board’s duty under statutes like Education 
Code Section 12756 is ministerial rather than quasi-judicial, and there 
is no real necessity for the Board to examine facts, resolve conflicts in 
evidence, or exercise its judgment. The fact of conviction is a matter 
of public record and the question of identity is not likely to arise. 
Whether the conviction is of a crime of the character specified is a 
matter of law. The dismissal of a teacher follows the revocation of his 
credentials as a matter of course, and no notice or hearing is required 
to be given by the governing board of the school district employing the 
teacher. 

The judgment is reversed, but on retrial the teacher may show that 
his convictions were not those contemplated by the statute or that he 
was not the person convicted. Justice Edmonds, concurring in the hold- 
ing that no notice or hearing is required, dissents from the order granting 
the teacher an opportunity to show that his convictions are not within 
the statute or that he was not the person convicted, pointing out that 
the teacher failed to deny his identity as the person convicted. (Di 
Genova v. State Board of Education, et al., S.F. 19332, 45 A.C. 279. 
October 14, 1955.) 


OPINIONS OF CALIFORNIA DISTRICT COURTS OF APPEAL 


Power of Governing Board to Employ Architect 
Without First Advertising for Competitive Bids 


The governing board of a school district is not required to advertise 
for competitive bids before it may contract with an architect for profes- 
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sional services to prepare plans in connection with a school extension 
program. Education Code Sections 18051 and 18052 do not apply, since 
an architect is an artist and his work requires skill, technical learning, 
and ability of a rare kind. Government Code Section 53060 “removes 
all question of the necessity of advertising for bids for ‘special services’ 
by a person specially trained and experienced and competent to perform 
the special services required.” 

Employment of an architect who neither resides nor does business in 
the district is within the discretion of the board. (Cobb v. Pasadena City 
Board of Education, 134 A.C.A. 126.) 


Commencement of Eminent Domain Proceedings 
Prior to Receipt of Reports 


In an action in eminent domain brought by a school district to con- 
demn property for a school site, the complaint need not contain an 
allegation, and, in the absence of presentation in the answer of an issue 
concerning reports required by Education Code Sections 18403 and 
18404, the court need not find that the school district has received such 
reports from the county planning commission and the State Department 
of Education. The reports are required only “before acquiring title.” 
The school district cannot “acquire title” until after a rendition of 
judgment determining the right to condemn. (Los Altos School District 
of Santa Clara County v. Watson, 133 A.C.A. 591.) 


OPINIONS OF CALIFORNIA ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Pregnancy Leave for Teachers 


Education Code Section 13672.1 confers upon the governing board 
of a school district the power under an appropriate board regulation 
either to authorize or to require a teacher to take leave of absence during 
any part of her pregnancy. (AGO 55-151; 26 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 118.) 


Concurrence of County Committees When Proposed 
Reorganization Affects a Joint Union School District 


If a proposed school district reorganization involves a joint union 
school district, the county committee of each county in which any 
portion of the territory of the joint union school district lies must concur 
in the plans and recommendations required by Education Code Section 
4902. A proposal or recommendation of the county committee of one 
county with respect to a component elementary district wholly situated 
in that county necessarily “affects” the territory of the joint union 
district as a whole, so that concurrence by the county committee of 
each county is required. (AGO 55-149; 26 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 127.)

Petition for Transfer of Portion of Sierra-Plumas Joint Unified School 
District to Plumas Unified School District. On recommendation of the 
Division of Public School Administration, the Board approved a petition 
requesting permission for the holding of an election in the entire Sierra- 
Plumas Joint Unified School District to determine whether that portion 
of the district that lies within Plumas County shall be excluded from 
the joint unified district and transferred to the contiguous Plumas 
Unified School District. 


Approval of Proposals under the Provisions for “Optional Reorgani- 
zation of School Districts by Electors.” In accordance with the provi- 
sions of Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the Education Code (Sections 4871 
to 4991) and the recommendations of the Division of Public School 
Administration, the Board approved the following proposals: 


Formation of a unified school district in Glenn and Colusa counties—A proposal 
by the Glenn County Committee on School District Organization, concurred 
in by the Colusa County Committee on School District Organization, that an 
election be held in the Princeton, Butte City, Codora, Glenn, and Union school 
districts to determine whether the voters wish to form a unified district of 
these five existing elementary school districts which now comprise the Princeton 
Joint Union High School District 

Formation of a union elementary school district in Sonoma County—A proposal 
by the Sonoma County Committee on School District Organization that an 
election be held in the Olivet and Piner school districts to determine whether 
the voters wish to form a union elementary school district of these two 
existing districts 

Formation of a union elementary school district in Yolo County—A proposal by 
the Yolo County Committee on School District Organization that an election 
be held in the Bryte and Washington school districts to determine whether the 
peice wish to form a union elementary school district of these two existing 

istricts 

Change of boundary between school districts in Monterey County—A proposal 
by the Monterey County Committee on School District Organization that the 
existing boundary between Marina School District and Monterey City (ele- 
mentary) School District be changed so that all of the territory of Fort Ord 
will be within the Monterey City School District

Changes in Rules and Regulations 


Attendance Accounting. The Board amended Section 9 of Title 5 
of the California Administrative Code, relating to attendance account- 
ing, by changing subsections (d) and (f) to read as follows, effective 
October 13 as emergency regulations: 


9(d) Day Junior Colleges. Attendance accounting shall be on forms which are 
subject to the approval of the State Department of Education. Attendance may be 
kept either on the positive basis or the deduction basis. 


(1) If attendance is kept on the positive basis only the actual class hours of 
attendance, absence due to illness or quarantine, or absence for certain profes- 
sional services, shall be recorded. 


(2) If attendance is kept on the deduction basis, all absence is recorded in class 
hours and absence due to reasons other than illness or quarantine or for certain 
professional services is deducted from the total enrolled class hours for each 
individual student. 


(3) In grades 13 and 14 of a junior college, a class hour is not less than 50 
minutes, and a partial class hour is a fractional part in addition thereto. In com- 
puting partial class hours, one-fifth fractional part of a class hour may be credited 
on the basis of each full 10 minutes of attendance in excess of 50 minutes in a 
class which exceeds 50 minutes in length. One-fifth fractional part of a class hour 
shall be deducted for each full 10 minutes of absence from any class which is not 
less than 50 minutes in length. 
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(f) All Classes for Adults, Including Evening High Schools and Evening Junior 
Colleges; and Continuation Schools and Classes. Attendance shall be recorded in 
hours and fractions of hours for each pupil enrolled and shall be reported to the 
principal at least once each day a class is in session. 

In computing days of attendance, on or after September 1, 1955, through June 30, 
1956, either one-sixth fractional part of an hour shall be deducted for each full 
10 minutes of absence or one-fifth fractional part of an hour shall be deducted for 
each full 12 minutes of absence, as determined by the district; on and after July 1, 
_ one-fifth fractional part of an hour shall be deducted for each full 12 minutes 
of absence. 


School Safety Patrols. The Board amended Section 155 of Title 5 of 
the California Administrative Code, relating to school safety patrols, 
to read as follows (effective November 12, 1955): 

155. Establishment. The governing board of any school district may, subject 
to these rules and regulations, establish and maintain a school safety patrol in any 
of the schools of the district for the purpose of assisting pupils of such school in 
safely crossing streets and highways adjacent to or near such school. 

(a) The school safety patrol shall be composed of only pupils who are attending 
such school. 

(b) The members of the school safety patrol shall be under the supervision and 
control of a qualified employee of the school district. 

(c) The principal of the school shall designate the members of the safety patrol, 
but no pupil shall be designated to serve on any such patrol unless the pupil and 
the person having legal custody of such pupil consent in writing. 

(d) Upon the revocation in writing of the consent of either such pupil or the 
person having legal control of such pupil, the pupil shall cease to be a member of 
the school safety patrol. 

(e) No pupil in any grade below the fifth shall become a member of any school 
safety patrol. 

(f) The governing boards of school districts may request the cooperation of the 
chief of police in cities and the chief of the California Highway Patrol in unincor- 
porated territories in the establishment, supervision, and control of a school safety 
patrol. 

(g) The governing board of a school district which authorizes the establishment 
of a school safety patrol may provide for adequate hospital and medical attention 
to care for any injury or disability that may be suffered by any pupil while per- 
forming any act within and arising out of his duties as a member of a school safety 
patrol. No pupil shall be compelled to accept such services if his parent or guardian 
objects. 


Citizenship Requirements for Credential. The Board amended Sec- 
tion 201 of Title 5, California Administrative Code, relating to citizen- 
ship requirements for a credential, adopting the same as an emergency 
regulation, to read as follows (effective October 13, 1955): 


201(k). Citizenship. Each application for a credential, except an application 
for an exchange teacher credential, must be accompanied with verification showing 
that the applicant meets the citizenship requirements established by the State Labor 
Code. 

Each applicant subject to citizenship requirements shall be a citizen of the United 
States or shall present evidence in the form of original documents or certified 
copies thereof verifying that he has declared his intention to become a citizen of 
the United States, in which event he may be granted a credential valid to a date 
not later than one year after the date when he is first eligible to apply for final 
papers of citizenship. 
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Physical Examination for Retired Teacher Employed as Substitute 
Teacher. Acting under authority of Education Code 14645, the Board 
added Section 70.1 and Article 8.5 (Section 78) to Subchapter 1 of 
Chapter 1, Title 5, California Administrative Code, relating to physical 
examinations of retired teachers employed as substitute teachers, adopt- 
ing the same as emergency regulations, to read as follows (effective 
October 13, 1955): 


70.1. Filing of Notice of Physical Examination of Retired Person Employed as 
Substitute. The governing board of a school district shall on or before employing 
a retired person as a substitute teacher pursuant to Education Code Section 14645 
ascertain that the person is properly credentialed and shall require the person to 
file with the governing board a notice, or a photostatic or certified copy of a notice, 
from the Teachers Retirement Board to the effect that during the fiscal year in 
which the services are to be performed the person has passed the physical examina- 
tion prescribed in Section 78 of this Title. 


Article 8.5. Teachers 

78. Physical Examination for Retired Person Serving as Substitute Teacher. 
(a) Ona date which is both prior to employment to perform services as a substitute 
teacher and during the fiscal year in which the services are to be performed, a 
retired member of the State Teachers Retirement System shall pass the physical 
examination prescribed in this section. 

(b) The physical examination shall be made by a physician designated by the 
eo Retirement Board. A list of such physicians may be obtained from that 

oard. 

(c) A person shall be deemed to have passed the examination if the examining 
physician states that in his opinion the person is not incapacitated to perform 
services as a substitute teacher for not to exceed 90 days at any time during the 
fiscal year in which the examination is taken, and if the Teachers Retirement Board 
and the State Board of Education have no evidence to the contrary. The physician’s 
opinion shall be based upon a physical examination which includes ascertainment and 
consideration of the medical history of the person and the physician’s findings from 
the observation and examination of the then physical condition of the person, in- 
cluding, but not being limited to, the items indicated in the form set forth in this 
section, the physician’s diagnosis and prognosis, and any facts observed with respect 
to the mental and emotional stability of the person. 

(d) The examining physician shall fill in and sign the following form: * 

(e) The person being examined shall in writing authorize the examining physician 
to give to the State Board of Education, the Teachers Retirement Board, and the 
representatives of either all information which he has with respect to the condition 
of such person as follows: 


AUTHORIZATION 


Dr. : YOU ARE HEREBY AUTHORIZED TO GIVE TO THE STATE BoARD 
oF EpucaTION, THE TEACHERS RETIREMENT BOARD, AND REPRESENTATIVES OF EITHER, 
ANY AND ALL INFORMATION YOU MAY HAVE REGARDING MY PHYSICAL OR MENTAL CON- 
DITION, INCLUDING BUT NOT BEING LIMITED TO THE HISTORY, FINDINGS, DIAGNOSIS, TREAT- 
MENT GIVEN, PRESENT CONDITION, AND PROGNOSIS. 


SIGNATURE OF PERSON EXAMINED 


(f) The examining physician shall deliver his report to the Teachers Retirement 
Board, 721 Capitol Avenue, Sacramento, California. 

(g) The examination shall be made at the expense of the person being examined. 

1 The form entitled “Physical Examination for Retired Teacher under Education Code Section 
14645” is not reproduced here. Copies of the form may be secured by retired teachers upon re- 


quest to the State Teachers Retirement Board, 721 Capitol Avenue, Sacramento, California. Com- 
pleted reports of examinations are to be mailed by examining physicians to the same address. 
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(h) Information contained in the physician’s report is confidential, and the con- 
tents of the report shall not be divulged by any official or employee who has access 
to the report except to the State Board of Education, the Teachers Retirement 
Board, the representatives of either of them, or to the governing board of a school 
district which has requested such information. 

(i) The person shall file with the governing board of any district employing 
him as a substitute teacher the notice, or a photostatic or certified copy of the 
notice, from the Teachers Retirement Board stating that the person has passed the 
physical examination prescribed by the State Board of Education. 


Health and Development Credential. The Board repealed Article 41 
of Subchapter 2 of Chapter 1 of Title 5 of the California Administrative 
Code, consisting of Sections 416-418, relating to the health and develop- 
ment credential, and added a new Article 41 in its place, to read as 
follows (effective September 15, 1956): 


Article 41. Health and Development Credential 


416. Application. (a) An applicant for the health and development credential 
shall comply with the procedure prescribed for application (Section 201) and shall 
possess a valid license issued by the official California state board or agency in 
charge of his profession in California. 


(b) An applicant for the health and development credential in the capacity of 
a school nurse shall, in addition, verify one of the following: 


(1) Possession of a valid certificate of public health nursing issued by the 
California State Board of Public Health. 


(2) Possession of a bachelor’s degree granted by an institution accepted for 
credentialing purposes by the California State Board of Education or verification 
of three years of satisfactory full-time service as a school nurse in the schools of 
California within the five years immediately prior to September 15, 1957, and, 
in either case, the completion of 36 semester hours of acceptable preparation 
covering each of the areas (A) through (J) listed below for which acceptable 
college credit has been granted: 


(A) Prevention and Control of Disease. 
Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should include historical back- 
ground, current problems, and trends in disease control; knowledge of causes, symptoms, 
transmission, and prevention of communicable diseases; knowledge of causes, symptoms, 
and control of noncommunicable diseases. 


(B) Growth and Development of Children and Youth and the Learning 
Process. 


Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should include understanding the 
psychological, physical, emotional, and social development patterns at various age levels; 
the common health problems of children; some emphasis should be given to children 
with special needs, including the signs and symptoms of deviation from normal; prin- 
ciples and practices of learning including individual differences; systematic and guided 
opportunities should be provided for observation of children in school situations. 


(C) Principles and Practices of Public Health Nursing. 


Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should include historical back- 
grounds of public health mane knowledge and understanding of basic principles and 
current best practices in public health nursing; community health and social resources; 
pee of community health; responsibilities of the public health nurse in a family 
.ealth service including maternal and child health, disease control, and health promo- 
tion. 


(D) Organization, Administration, and Legal Aspects of the School Health 
Program. 
Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should include background, knowl- 
edge and understanding of basic principles and current best practices in school health 
programs; the relationship of the school health program to the total school program and 
to the community health program; responsibilities of all school personnel for the health 
of the children in the school; legal provisions relating to school health. 
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(E) The Nurse in the School Health Program. 

Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should include the relationship of 
the school nurse to other school personnel; responsibilities of the nurse in the school; 
knowledge and understanding of the principles of current best practices of school nurs- 
ing; relationship of the school nurse to other community health and social agencies; 
organization and direction of the school nursing program; knowledge and understanding 
of accident prevention and safety measures, environmental sanitation, vision and hearing 
screening, health appraisal techniques, handling of accidents and emergency illness, de- 
velopment and use of cumulative records. 


(F) Materials and Methods of Instruction in Health Education. 


Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should provide knowledge of mate- 
rials and methods used in health instruction with emphasis on in-service education for a 
school staff; knowledge of sources and uses of instructional aids, especially audio-visual 
aids, including practice in their preparation and use; knowledge of community, state, and 
national organizations and/or agencies that provide materials or consultant service in 
health; knowledge of criteria for evaluation of health resources and their utilization. 


(G) Scope, Function, and Role of Public Education. 


Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should provide an understanding of 
the role of the public school in our modern American culture; critical social issues and 
their significance for education; development of the public school; relationship of school 
and community; philosophy and practices basic to good relationships between parent, 
teacher, and school; curriculum organization and practice; changes and controversies in 
present day school practices. 


(H) Counseling and Guidance. 
Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should provide for a basic under- 
standing of human relationships; techniques of working with individuals and groups in 
the field of health, both physical and mental; techniques of interviewing with emphasis 
upon the development of skills for effective mutual communication, individually and col- 
eT with all persons and agencies which are concerned with the health of school- 
age children. 


(I) Mental Health. 

Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should provide for an understanding 
of normal and abnormal personality structure, personality development and behavior; 
factors which influence the development of a health personality including interpersonal 
relationships; the importance of recognition of early symptoms of deviation from normal 
behavior patterns; mental illness and mental defectiveness as social and public health 
problems, their causes, symptomatology, treatment or care and prevention; community 
programs for the prevention of mental illness and the treatment and rehabilitation of the 
mentally retarded. 


(J) Eight semester hours of supervised field observation in school nursing, 


except that if application for a credential is made one year or more after any 
date on which supervised field experience in school nursing is permitted by 
law, eight semester hours of supervised field experience in school nursing is 
required instead of eight semester hours of supervised field observation in 
school nursing. Two years of experience as a school nurse may be offered in 
lieu of this requirement. 


Recommended Preparation—Preparation in this area should be organized as a supervised 
field observation or field experience in school nursing, as the case may be. This field 
observation or field experience should provide opportunity for observation or practical 
application, as the case may be, of the knowledge, skills, and abilities acquired in the 
preceding areas. 


(3) Postponement of Requirements. A credential valid for two years authoriz- 


ing service as a school nurse may be issued to an applicant who possesses a valid 
California registered nurse license, verifies completion of one-third of the accept- 
able preparation specified in subsection (2), and either possesses the bachelor’s 
degree or verifies the experience specified in subsection (2). A credential so 
issued may be renewed once for a two-year period on the verification of the 
completion of an additional one-third of the acceptable preparation so specified 
in subsection (2). 


417. 


Authorization for Service. The health and development credential au- 


thorizes the holder to serve as a supervisor of health in the capacity of physician, 
psychiatrist, oculist, dentist, dental hygienist, optometrist, otologist, chiropodist, 
school audiometrist, or nurse as listed on his credential. The health and development 
credential in any capacity also authorizes the holder to serve as a supervisor of 
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health in the capacity of school audiometrist provided he holds an audiometrist 
certificate issued by the State Board of Public Health. 


418. Term. The health and development credential may be issued for a period 
of two years and may be renewed for periods of five years in accordance with 
provisions of Section 202. 

This credential is valid only so long as the holder maintains a valid license as 
specified in subsection (a) of Section 416. 


Approval of Institutions for the Education and Training of Veterans. 
The Board amended Section 1404 of Title 5, California Administrative 
Code, relating to approval of institutions for the education and training 
of veterans, by changing subsection (g)(2) thereof to read as follows 
(effective November 12, 1955): 


1404(g) (2). A school which operates in conjunction with or is a subsidiary of 
a commercial enterprise is not eligible for approval unless the school presents 
evidence satisfactory to the Bureau that the school does not under any circum- 
stances use student labor or time to further the interest of the commercial enterprise. 
The foregoing provision does not apply to a school whose commercial enterprise is 
regulated by a state board or a federal agency, nor does it prevent the proprietor 
of a school from engaging in business in an entirely unrelated field. 


Compensation and Pay Plan for State College Employees. The Board 
repealed Article 3 (Sections 961 to 964.3) and added a new Article 3 
(Sections 961 to 964) to Group 6 of Subchapter 1, Title 5, California 
Administrative Code, relating to compensation and pay plan for state 
college employees (effective November 12, 1955). 


Master of Science Degree in State Colleges. The Board amended 
Sections 905 and 906 and added Section 923.1 to Subchapter 4 of Chap- 
ter 1 of Title 5, California Administrative Code, relating to the Master 
of Science Degree in the state colleges, adopting the same as emergency 
regulations (effective October 13, 1955). 


Nore: The complete text of the sections of Title 5, California Administrative 
Code, as amended by action noted in the preceding paragraphs will appear in Cali- 
fornia Administrative Register 55, No. 15-A, dated October 15, 1955. Reprints of 
pages of Title 5 in this register have been ordered for distribution as usual by the 
State Department of Education to the holders of the departmental edition of Title 5. 


REGULATION ADOPTED BY TEACHERS 
RETIREMENT BOARD 


The following action was taken by the Teachers Retirement Board 
at a meeting in San Francisco on October 7, 1955. 


Physical Examinations and Reports of Services of Retired Teachers 
as Substitute Teachers. The Teachers Retirement Board, acting under 
authority of Education Code Sections 14312, 14313, 14424, added Article 
2 (Sections 20525 through 20527) to Chapter 3 of Title 5 of the Cali- 
fornia Administrative Code as emergency regulations relating to physical 
examinations of retired teachers and monthly reports of services by such 
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teachers employed as substitute teachers, to read as follows (effective 
October 13, 1955): 


Article 2. Retired Members Employed as Substitute Teachers 


20525. Notice of Results of Examination. The Teachers Retirement Board shall 
by certified mail notify a retired teacher who has taken the physical examination 
prescribed in Section 78 whether or not the retired teacher passed the examination. 
The notice shall specify the date on which the examination was made. 


20526. Monthly Reports by Governing Board. The governing board of a school 
district shall, at the end of each month in which services as a substitute teacher are 
performed for the district by a retired person pursuant to Education Code Section 
14645, report to the Teachers Retirement Board the following facts with respect to 


such person: 


(a) His name. 
(b) The number of days served during the month. 
(c) The salary paid for services performed during the month. 


20527. Monthly Reports by Retired Teacher. A retired teacher who has passed 
the physical examination prescribed by the State Board of Education in Section 78 
shall at the end of each month during the fiscal year in which the examination was 
taken furnish a monthly statement to the Teachers Retirement Board. The statement 
shall specify whether or not services were performed during the month. If such 
services were so performed during the month, the statement shall include, but need 
not be limited to, the number of days served and the name of the district by which 


the person was employed.
